“hugely, and of course shout for the 


weaker party. On the 16th, a party 
calling themselves the Republicans of 
Georgia met in Atlanta, indorsed the 
advanced Radical position of Governor 
BULLOCK, and passed resolutions pray- 
ing Congress to reseat the colored 
members who were ejected from the 
Legislature, and to clinch the recon- 
struction laws by further _legisia- 
tion. On the evening 6f the 17th, 
another party of Republicans held a 
mass meeting in the same city, and 


protested against the action of the 


BuLLocK faction as misrepresenting 
the opinion of the party. They deny 
that loyal men are oppressed in Geor- 
gin, and claim that the movement is 
votten up by men hostile to the policy 
of Congress and the incoming adminis- 
tration. At the last meeting Dr. Sam. 
BaRD, who hovered about Memphis 
during the first two years of the war, 
acted a conspicious pat. <A corre- 
spondent gives the following scenes, 


“which occurred while Dr. BARD was 


speaking: 

Dr. Bard—* I will not sit down.”’ 

Dunning—(Rapping violently on the 
desk) “ Dr. Bard is decidedly out of order.” 

Dr. Bard—‘“‘I am not out of order. This 
is my meeting, and you are out of order.” 
Giroans and laughter followed this ex- 
pression, amid which a voice said, “I did 
not know before that Dr. Bard was the 
Republican party of Georgia.”’ (Laugh- 
ter, groans and hisses.) Dr. Bard—-*'I 
don’t know you, sir, and I hope God will 
never permit me to know you.” (Con- 
tinned laughter and groans.) Dunnin 
(knocking again very violently)—Dr. Ba 
is very much ont of order; Dr. Bard will 
be seated.” Loud cries of ‘sit down, 
put him out,” and groans followed the 
command of Dunning. 

Dr. Bard—“ You dare not put me out. 
The Republican party of the country and 
of the State shall hear of your conduct, | 
will publish it to the world.” (Loud 

roans and yells from the * black folks.”’) 
Tiere a cry was raised in the gallery, when 
some person hallooed three cheers for fr. 
Bard, and a loud shout was raised in that 
quarter, accompanied by waving of hats. 

Dunning—* Sit down, Dr. Bard; you are 
entirely out of order. 

Dr. Bard—* I am not out of order. You 
have usurped your power and you are out 
of order.”’ (Loud groans. ) 

Colonel Farrow here went to Dr. Bard 
and whispered to him for some time, soon 
— wh ee doctor withdrew amid a 
most unearthiy burst of vells and croans. 

Dr, Bard having departed, order was to.

called for to address the meeting, which 
he did brietiy. He denounced the idea

Senator John Harris also spoke, and the 
meeting wound up with a very brilliant 
and highly grammatical oration from a 
negro named Jeff. Long, who resides in 
your city.

Everybody 
wanted to do something, but didn’t 
know how to do it, Silence, like a 
gentle spell, brooded over the scene. 
Presently Dr. SAM. BARD arose like a 
giant among pigmies, with a bundle 
of thunderbolts in his band, 
hair stood on end like quills upon the 
fretful porcupine,” and as he marched 
to the rostrum, looking as fierce as a 
fury, each. seemed to 
be drawing refreshing inspiration 
and impressed with the belief that 
Memphis was now safe. Baxkp turned 
up about as auspiciously as TYRTAUS, 
the lame Jard and schoolmaster, 
turned up in the Messenian war.
